Last year, through revenue created by 
raising golfers' greens fees, Essex County 
spent $7 million to upgrade the three 
| courses into what DiVincenzo calls "cham- 

pion-caliber facilities." He organized a tri- 
course marathon to highlight each location's improvements and resulting increase of play. 

"If people see me playing here, hopefully they will want to come play, too," DiVincenzo said. 

All three courses saw several bunkers and tees rebuilt, had trees pruned and/or removed, and re- 
ceived new irrigation equipment- upgrading from center-row to double-row irrigation. With double the 
watering heads, Essex County's golf greens are looking better than ever. 

"Even with all of the hot weather we've been having, everything here is always green," DiVincenzo 
said, gesturing around Hendricks. 

The maintenance process of the greens, "from cultivation to chemical application," was also

ABBEY LINCOLN, 80 
Jazz singer, songwriter 

Abbey, known for her phrasing, emotion and un- 
compromising style, died in New York at age 80. 

She had been declining n health for past year. Her 
death was confirmed by friend and filmmaker Carol 
Friedman, who has been working on a documentary 
about Lincoln’s life. 

Linoln made records and acted in films in the 
1950s and ‘60s, then saw her career surge again in the 
1990s when she found new voice as a songwriter. 

Over her long career, Lincoln acted with Sidney 
Poitier and collaborated in music with drummer Max 
Roach, whom she married in 1962 and later divorced. 

In later years she had chart-topping albums with 
“You Gotta Pay the Band,” which she recorded with 
Stan Getz, and “Devil’s Got Your Tongue,” in which 
she rebuked some rappers, comics and filmmakers 
for profiting from the denigration of black culture 

As a young woman, Lincoln made a splash not only 
because of her voice, but her beauty. Early album cov- 
ers featured her in slinky dresses, and she appeared in 
a Jayne Mansfield movie wearing the dress worn by 
Marilyn Monroe in *Gentlemen Prefer Blondes." 

But after falling under Roach's influence, Lincoln 
turned her back on that image, casting herself instead 
as a civil rights advocate, dressing in African-inspired 
clothing and hairstyles, and making music with a 
political tone. 

Her1960 collaboration with Roach and Oscar 
Brown Jr., “We Insist! (Freedom Now Suite)” was a 
testament against racism. 

Explaining her image makeover in 1993, Lincoln 
told the Associated Press, *This dress was more im- 
portant than I was. People in the audience were look- 
ing at my exposed breasts and the shape of my body, 
and it didn't have nothing to do with the music. 

*...It wasn't a dream of mine to be a star, so Max 
came along at the right time to help save me from my- 
self. Otherwise, I would have become an alcoholic and 
unhappy." 

She was born Anna Marie Wooldridge in 1930. 

Her manager and songwriter eventually came up 
with the stage name Abbey Lincoln. 


JAMES E. KING, 81 
Retired ironworker, WWII vet, of Elizabeth 


James E. King died on Aug. 13., 2010. 


James was born in Florence, SC. As a young 
man, he joined the US Army, and served during 
World War II. In 1954, James relocated to Eliz- 
abeth, NJ. 


He was a lifelong member of New Zion Bap- 
tist Church. It was also during the 70s that 
James focused his attention on establishing the 
career as an ironworker with the Internatioinal 
Association of Bridge Structure Reinforcement 
Workers — Local 480, an occupation he retired 
from in 1992. 


James was an avid bowler. 


He leaves to cherish fond and loving memo- 
ries, his wife of 38 years, Catherine V. King; five 
sisters, Mattie Sanders, Barbara Robinson, Lil- 
lie Mae Baggit, Margarite Robinson, and Sylvia 
Pritchard; one brother, Nathan King; a stepson, 
Jimmy Williams; and a host of loving brothers 
and sisters-in-law, nieces, nephews, and other 
relatives and friends.
